The houee concurred in Senator Ble- 
ber's resolution to rescind the Joint

Wash'^ngtOQ, April IS.—Thls was pri- 
vate pension bill day in the house, but 
before the regular order was called for 
the house voted upon the joint resolu- 
tion under discussion when the bou; o 
adjourned Thursday, for an amen i- 
ment to the constitution to pro- 
vide for the election of United States 
senators by a direct vote of the peo- 
ple. The majority resolution left it 
optional with the states whether their 
senators should be elected directly or 
by the legislatures. The minority res- 
ohiti>^n made it incumbent that each 
state elect by a direct vote. The minor- 
ity resolution, which was offered as a 
stfbstitute, was voted upon first, and 
was carried by an overwhelming vote- 
ayes 135, naye.^ 30. 

Mr. Corliss tried unavailingly to get 
a yea and nay vote, but only nine 
members seconded the demand. The 
vote was then taken upon the adoption 
of the amendment by yeas and nays, 
the whole house rising in support of 
the demand. The resolution was 
adopted— 240 to 13.

Washington, April 18.— Mr. Burton, 

whose objection to the consideration 
of the Nicaragua canal bill attracted 
murh attention, explained his course 
in the following authorized statement: 
"I wish It distinctly understood tba 
objection is made upon my own ra« 
sponsibility. Objection to considera- 
tion of the pending bill was made b«p 
cause: 

"First— It abrogates a treaty solemn- 
ly entered into and now In full force. 

While its abrogation could be accom- 
plished by the passage of this bill, 
such action is without precedent in 
our relations with foreign powers. It 

is also unncic'^.-^ary bei .ui.-;e the same 
result could he (d)tained by the Hay- 
Paunif'fote trcat,\-, a iue,i,~ure wliich, 
though much misunderstood, is never- 
theless a triumph of diplomacy. 

"Second — It commits us to a fortified 
canul, instead of .i neutral c.inal. A 
iiiiiM.il canal is net <jnly in accord- 
ance with the gentjrul tenor of our own 
policy, but would best subserve our 
own inter(>sts. 

•'Third— There are alPO serious Ob- 
jections to the prcM'nt considerations 
Of this bill which might nut exlS't at a 
later time. It Is desirable that the 
present commission, the first which 
has given conipiehenslve and complete 
consideration to t!ie ..-alij: ! t of tlie 
construction of an international canal, 
should complete Its work before a 
route is selected. In the j-anu- line it 
is de^ii-ablc that provi.^ional treaties 
be made w Hi tin c;)i;;itiy's controlling 
each of the proposed routes, viz: Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua, on the one hand, 
and Coluaihi.i on t!ie other h.ind. To 
pajs a bill romniitting the I'niteJ 
Stat'"-; to cither of those miiii ~ wiiuld 
prevent us from obtaining as favorable 
terms for right of way and control as 
could readily be obt linc.l in case the 
ciiie.--tion of tlie i.Jiile .-liould be pJ.-t- 
poned. 

"No loss could result from a post- 
ponement until the next session, be- 
cause extended exi'.minut ion will be re- 
quired before a deiinite route can be 
safely and judiciously s(l(';te,I, even 
if the general route should be chosen. 
Some 500 men are now at work mak- 
ing examination aiul exploration. This 
woili. which is ab.."Ulutely essential be- 
fore tb" (anal is commenced, will re- 
Quire considerable time. 

"There is no desire on the part of 
those who are opposing the present 
considen.', ion of this bill to oppose 
the constiuction of a c.inal. The ad- 
ministration and both political parties 
are committed to the early beginning 
of the work. But is de-^irab!.- that all 
nei-essiii y pi > liniiiiai ii s in the way of 
examination of engineering features, 
settlements of diplomatic questions 
and securing the me t favorable priv- 
ileges, shall be thorc shlx- attended to. 
It has been propiised ;hat an -Mi ly date 
In the next session lie fixeil foi- con- 
sideration of the bill. To this I don't 
believe any objection would be made."
